Pine Ridge Aqencv, S. D. — March 20. — 
Persons H ho have boon Studying the situa- 
tion all winter believe that another war is 
inevit.ible. The young men have been 
taunted and gibed by the squaws and told 
many stories of the o'd tiiiic bravery and 
the )iio\ve.ss ot the .Sioiix, so that tlieyaie 
restless and ready to avcii);e ilieir many 
wioiu'S. Tiie .Sioux are in cniistanl com- 
niiiuication with the Utes, .Aiapalioes, (,)hey- 
eiiiics and otbei- liibcs. 'I'lieir cmirrleis 
have been passiii,' lo and frii ever since the 
troops were withdrawn from the agency, and 
when the trouble breaks out ag.iin there 
will lie half u dozen trioes uir,iycd against 
the soldiers, So extensive has been lie.'

Twenty-eight adults inid three children, 
victims of 1 lie Utopia disaster, have been 
interred in a trench dug for the purpose at 
(iiliridtar, the ground having been conse- 
crated by the Catholic clergy. The funeral 
w.is altciideil by Prince licr iiadotto, son of 
the King of .Sweden and captain of the 
.Swedish fiigaie Fieya, now in port, and by 
llie clergy, the public othcials and oliicers 
of the liritish siiiiadron and ■Sweili.'ih vessel, 
billowed by an imnieii.ie throng of civilians. 
The divers have recovered leii bodies, some 
of them so liriiily clas|)ed together in the 
last struggle for life that it was impossible 
to seiiarate them. At the iiniuest on the 
victiiiia the watch oliicer of the British iron- 
clad Anson deposed that in his opinion the 
accident was the result of negligence on the 
part of the olHoers of the Utopia. The 
captain of H. M. S. Cainperdowii, which

LAWRENCE B.^RRETT DEAD. 

Pneumonia and Hi'art Failure the Cause- 
Short Sketch of Hia Life. 

Nnw York, March 20. — Lawrence Bar- 
rett, the actor, died to-night dt^'I0:4S;afe the 
Windsor Hotel. Hia' deal;h'''wi)is quite 
sudden. His illness dates from Wednesday 
night when he was compelled to leave tho 
theatre where he was engaged. It was 
said all the time that he waa merely suffer- 
ing from a severe cold and would be out in 
a few days. Kven to-day the reports of his 
condit ion were very favorable. Late this 
evening, however his physician, Dr Cham- 
bers was suininoned. ileurt failure, super- 
induced hj' jmeumonia, was the direct cause 
nf the great tragedian's death. Hr.Chauihers 
says pneumonia set in on Thursday nioruingr 
Mrs. Barrett wdio wjis in Boston was sent fo. 
and arrived on Thursday evening. Dr. J. 
P. Oliver, of Boston, the family physician, 
also oame on at once. A consultation was 
held and itwasdeuided that Mr. Barret's 
case w.as serious, hut that if no other com- 
])lications appeared, he micht pull through. 
Between and 10 o'clock this evening there 
was a rapid change for the worse, and at 
the latter hour Mr. Barrett was in a semi- 
eonacious condition. About 15 iiiinutea be- 
fore the end came Mr. Barrett was entirely 
iinconacious and rem>iined ho till he 
died. The funeral will probably take place 
in Boston. Edwin Booth waa deeply moved 
when he received the news of Mr. Barrett's 
death. 

Mr. Barrett was born at Patterson, N.J.f 
in April, 18:38, making his first appearance 
on tho stage in as "Murad," in the 
"French Spy."

A BEUARKABLE SENTENCE. 

The Judge who Took Dellebt in Seudinf; a 
Prisoner to his Death. 

One of the most eccentric, and at the 
same time one of the ablest judges that ever 
sat upon a far western bench, suys a Sant i 
Fe letter in the;: Kttshurg Leailer, was 
Kirby Benedict, who for 13 years was a jus- 
tice of the supreme court of New Mexiio, 
having been first appointed in ISo.'t by 
President Pierce, and reappointed by Prcai 
dent Buchanan, and appointed chief justice 
of the court by President Lincoln. He was 
a man of ^'reat ability and learning, strong 
in his prejudices, violent in bis passions and 
relentless in bis convictions. 

There are many anecdotes told of Judge 
Benedict. But the crowning act of his ju- 
dicial career was the sentence of death 
passed by him upon a prisoner convicted of 
murder, which sentence was as follows: 

" Jose Maria Martin, stand up. Jose 
Maria Martin, you have been indicted, tried, 
and convicted by a jury of your own coun- 
trymen of the crime of murder, and the 
court is now about to pass upon you the 
dread senteuco of the law. As a usual 
thing, Jose Maria Martin, it is a painful 
duty for the judge of a court of justice to 
pronounce upon a liunian being the sentence 
of death. 1'here is something horrible 
about it, and the mind of the court natural- 
ly revolts from the perforiiiaiice of such a 
duty. Happily, however, your case is re- 
lieved of all such uiipleasaiitiicss, .iiid the 
court takes positive delight in soiitenciiig 
you to death. 

" Ytni are a young man, Joho Marie 
Martin, apparently of good [ihysical consti- 
tution and robust health. Oiiliiiarily you 
might have looked forward to many years 
of life, nnd the court lia.s no doubt you Inive, 
and ha\ e expei:ted to die at a green old age; 
but you are about to be cut olV as t he cun- 
seijuenee of your own act. Jose Maria .Mar- 
tin, it is now the spring time; in a little 
while the grass will be Sjiringing up iu 
these beautiful valleys and on these broad 
plains and mountain aides ilowers will be 
blooming, birds singing aljove your lowly 
head. 

" The sentence of the ceurt is that you 
be taken from this place to the county jail ; 
that you there be kept safely and securely 
contiueil in the custody of the slieritl' until 
tho day appointed for your execution. lie 
very careful, Mr. .SheiiH, that he have no 
opportunity to escape, and that you have 
llim at tho appointid place at the appointed 
time J. that you be kept, Jose .Maria Martin, 
until— Mr. Clerk, on what day of the month 
does Friday, about two weeks from this 
time, come ? " " March 22d, your honor." 
" Very well— until Friday, the 22d day of 
March, when you will bo taken from your 
place of confinement to some safe and con- 
venient spot within tlie county (that is iu 
your discretion, Mr. SlierilV; yon ore only 
confined to the limits of the county), and 
that you there be banged by the ueck until 
you are dead, and, the court was about to 
add, .lose Maria Martin, 'may God have 
mercy on your soul,' but th(! court will not 
assume the respousiljility of asking an all- 
wise Providence to do that which a jury of 
your people have refused to do. Tho Lord 
couldn't have meicy on your soul. How- 
ever, if yriu have any religious belief, or aie 
connected with any religious organiz ition, 
it might be well enough for you to send to 
your priest or your minister and get from 
him such consolation as yiu can; but the 
court advises you to place no reliance upon 
anything of that kind. Mr. Shorifi", re- 
move the prisoner.

THE FINANCIAL SITUATION. 

In Henry Clew's, Jfew York, Financial 
Review, of March M, just to hand by mail, 
occurs the following: "The reports of 
railroad earnings have not, us a rule, con- 
firmed the late discoumging aiitici]);ctions, 
but show that there is u fieer iiMveinent of 
trade in the interior than had lueii BUp- 
posi'd. The laleat fiovernmeiit crop report 
contirma the im])re,ssion that the earlier 
estimates of the Ihii^eau of Agriculture 
under-rated the out-tin n of la-t year's 
cereal crnpa, c.-p(?cialiy those of who-it ami 
corn. This was an unexpecioil boom to the 
corii ean-ying roads ; while the western 
shares were bunehied by the rej'-el ion by 
the Kansas Legislature of all bills adverse to 
the inti rests of the railro.ids. A favoralde 
inipressioii waa produced also by the ap- 
pearanee of London orders for certain 
stocks, indicating the beginning of the re- 
vival of the speculative iot rest in Ameri- 
can securities on that market. At Ihe same 
time, consula advanced; anil the iiiiprovo- 
meiit was attributed to an expeclalioii that 
Mr. Gnsclien's proposal to autlmrize the 
Bank of England to issue notes of smaller 
denominations than JIT) would be adopleil. 
That measure would draw from the home 
circulation a large amount of gold into the 
Bank of Kiigland and replace it by paper 
money, thereby increasing the gold re- 
sources of the bank and strengthening its 
n sistance to osoUiations in the int.-niationul 
s[iecie movement. Another favorable 
indication from London is tho fact 
that, while the Bank's rate of interest re- 
mains at three per cent., its reserve shows 
a considerable increase, although the loan 
from Ihe Hank of France has been fudy paid 
iiid the anticipated withdrawal of £()00,00l) 
of gold on account (if Rus ia has been met.

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.V MJi. BLAKE'S EXPLANATION, 

■'iMtr. Blake's famous letter was not under- 
stood. Although the subject of unrestricted 
reciprocity wus discussed in it almost ex- 
haustively it was not by any means very 
clear where Mr. Blake himself stood. 
Whether he was for or against annexation 
was a question which admitted of some 
dispute. The Toronto Globe, among others, 
considered that he regarded anncxiition as 
inevitable, and tliero were not a few wlio 
rose from the perusal of Mr. lilake's letter 
with the conviction that ho would not bo 
opposed to political union with the 
United States, if it were openly and lionest- 
ly advocated. It is not a little reiiuukable 
that in a letter of that Uiiul Mr. BluUe 
should I'jave it uncert^iin which side lie wa.s 
on or what position he occupied. It is just 
possible that Mr. Blake's obsoUriiy was 
accidental. He does not think as oniimu y 
people think, neither does he express him- 
self as ordinary people express themselves. 
Very ijrolmbly Mr. Blake considers thai lie 
defined his position on llic trade (luuslioii 
and on the subject of Cauadu's relations 
with the United States with the utmost clear- 
ness, and that those who do not understand 
his letter as he meant it to be understood, 
are either oxceedingly stupid or aflfect to be 
oxceedini^Iy tlnpid. It has always seemed 
to us iIklI -Mi-. lUrike has very little, 
imiuu.i, in eoninidn with the great nu.jority 
of his countrymen. Ho does not under- 
st vnd ihom and they do not understand 
him. This, we think, is why he failed as a 
political leader. The men of his party, as 
in duty 1)ound, professed to admire his 
great speeches, but if they were asked il 
they uiideistdod them, the answer of nine 
out (if ten of them, if it was honcst,wouId be 
that of tlielsimple Scotchman, who, when his 
wife asked him if he understood the sermon 
which he had prouounced grand, exclaimed: 
"D'ye think I'd hao the ijresuiiiption ? " 

Mr. Blake's letter to llie eli'clois of West 
Durham resembles, in many ri-spect.s, his 
four hours' speeclies in the House 
of Commons. It is very line and exceed- 
ingly logical, and shows what a wonderfully 
clever man Mr. Blake is; but it is to the or- 
dinary newspaper reader nearly incompre- 
hensible. No one need be ashamed to con- 
fess that he cloes not understiind .Sir, 
"Blake's letter, for when so gifted and so 
well-educated a man as the eiiitor of the 
Tofonto Globe fails to see the full signili- 
cance of that letter, there are few indeed 
' yt\ib should hesitate, to admit that they are 
in precisely the same position. 

Finding that his letter has been misun- 
derstood, Mr. Blake has found it necessary 
to send iho following note of explanation to 
the Globe: 

"To the Editor of the Globe: 

yir, — The contradictory inferences to 
which a sentence in my Dnrliaiu letter, de- 
tached from it.s context, has in several 
cjuarters unexpectedly given lise, c(in(|uur 
my reluctance to trespass iigain so si.'oii 
upon your columns; and 1 crave space to 
say that I. think Political Union with tht^ 
States, though becoming our p'oliablu, is by 
no means our ideal, or as yet our inevitable 
future. Edward Blakk. 

Ottawa, March 11." 

It may appear to some obtuse pc(i|i!i- tliat 
this note does not slidW veiy cK: ii ly w !iat 
position Mr. liluke occupies with rcspi cl to 
the question which has lately taken up so 
much of the attention of the people of 
Canada. The editor of the Globe himself 
is one of these. This is part of his com- 
ment upon ilr. Blake's explanation : 

"But, with all respict lor Mr. Blake, his 
position still remains obscure. l''or in his 
former letter he took the gnnmd, sub- 
stantially, that commercial isulaiioa lu'.d 
failed and was making for annexation ; 
that an imperial customs iniion, wiih pro- 
tection as its basis, wus out of Llie (|iirslioii ; 
that a revenue tai ilV policy lia.l well-iii«h 
ceased to be |)racl iralilc owing 
to tho enormous growth of our 
burdens aiul for other rc.'asons ; and, 
last of all, that unrestricted reciprocity with 
tho United .States, which his old triends 
propose, probably could not be obtainc<l 
without, and ui any event would in all like- 
lihood terminiite in, political union. Jle 
closed or appeared to close every door (jI 
escape from that which he now says is Ix-- 
coming our probable, though it is not as yc t 
our inevitable, destiny. Mr. IJluke iloes 
not wish to keep the public guessing about 
his attitude on this vital question, nor 
is he tho man to shrink from giving ftill 
expression to his views, even when he knows 
them to bo unpalatable to the majority. 
\Vu venture to suggest that he should take 
an cai ly opportunity of explaining his posi- 
tion at greater detail so that no one shall be 
able to misconstrue it." 

It is just possible that the editor nf 
Iho Globe is not so bewildered as he 
allccti to he, hut is it not a Utile i-'wvj^w- 
lar that a man of Mr. Blake's capacity and 
attainments should, after having written so 
much on a public question of very great 
importance, leave any m m of ordin ii y in- 
tolligoncea pretext for pn.tetidim! to he un- 
certain as to the position lie (Mr. lllake) oc- 
cupies with re.spri't to it. i'or our part, we 
are far from regarding this inistines* ami 
obscurity B8 a sign of profundity. We be 
liovo thattt nian of firat-clasa ability will 
adapt his Inngu^igo to thos(' whom In, ad- 
dresses, that he will, indeed, proves his 
uhility by the ease with which he will gun-o 
tho ciipacity of hi-i lunlience, and the skill 
with which ho will frame Ids discourao, so 
as to produce tho effect he desires. 



SIR RICHARD'S GALL. 

We live in the. days of manifestoes. We 
have had Sir Jolm Macdonald's manifesto 
and Mr. Blake's manifesto, aud now Sir 
Richard CartwVight has issued his pro- 
nunciamento. There is no ambiguity about 
Sir Richard's post-electoral address to the 
electors of South Oxford. What ho says is 
clear and easily iimlerstood. No one IB 
under any nustako ua to where he Stands. 
He is where he was before the election. 
Defeat has not dismayed or discouraged 
him. Ho is as full of fight as ever ho was. 
Of course he easily accounts for his defeat. 
The constituencies were bullied and he 
and his fellow Liberals misrepresented 
and maligned. He does not say 
one word about the intrigues of the 
men of his party in Washington or about 
treacherous pamphlets and disloyal letters. 
He places all that hiis been said uud 
written on these subjects under tho head of 
"slanderous attacks" that do not require to 
bo answered. His forces are in good heart 
and present an unbroken front to the ene'niy 
while the Government's array is — 

" A thing of shreds and patches, made up 
of the ragged remnants from half a dozen 
minor provinces, the great majority of 
whom do not even pretend to be actuated 
by any principle save that of securing a 
good slice of booty for themselves und tho 
sections or constituenciea they respectively 
represent." 

Sir Richard has been too 
fond of making little of the minor 
provinces for his own and his party's good. 
He should curb his temper and bridle bis 
tongue when he speaks of the "minor prov- 
inces." He should runiemhcr that tlierc 
are as good men in the miniu- provinces 
as there are in tho major, und that they 
have as high a regard for tho good of the 
country, and are as ready to do as nuich for 
its welfare. He should bear in mind that 
the men of the minor provinces possuss some 
8])irit, and that they have good ineiiiori"s; 
that they will not allow him or any other 
public man to iiiiult them with impunity, 
and that wlien tho time comes they will re- 
member against him and those who follow 
him, his siieeis and jibes and unprovoked 
ad'ronts. Tho peojjle of the minor provinces, 
as Sir Richard ("artwi ight liiis reason to 
know. All.', not so wanting in self-respect .is 
to give their countenance and support to 
the man who traduces and maligns .them. 

The " motley forces,"' which Sir Richard 
so acrimoniously contemns, will, no doubt, 
give a good account of thomselvts w luu 
Parliament meets. He will find that it is 
niiich easier and niucli pleasanti r nmm U ili'- 
fying them at a safe distance than meeting 
them face to face in Ottawa. But, after 
all, the supportors of the Govommentshonld 
not feel angry when Sir Richard Cartwright 
vilifies tho minor provinces and the leaders 
wiioni they respect. Kxperienee has sho« n 
tliem that the Lil)er;il Knight's liitter li ngiic 
has always done far greater injury tohisown 
party than it has to his opponents. It is 
safe to cay that his denunciation of the 
' ' minor provinces "has given moderate and 
judicious Liberals more annoyance and 
greater VeXBtiPn than it has Conservatives 
of those or other provinces, Sir Richard 
predicts the almost immcdinte success of 
the Libcial Party. This is senseless brag. 
The prospects of the I^iberals are, at this 
moment, far from bright, und many of them 
know that it will be impossible for them to 
recommend tbeir cause to the people of this 
Dominion as long as Sir Richard Cartwright 
is one of their leaders and their principal 
spokesman. 

A DKMOKALIXEI) OIK! AN. 

It is quite evident that the Times does 
not wish what it says about the Scliool Bill 
to be taken seriously. Its paragraphs about 
that measure read Very much like tliu pro- 
ductions of tho fimny man of a tenth-rate 
comic newsiiajier. The organ (jf the Oppo- 
tion bears intern. d evidi nci; of liciuL' coni- 
liletcly dem->nili/.ed. lts:ems to hive given 
up ill despdr the attempt to off.ir serious 
oppo.sition to the (;overnmcnt. it treats 
tho Independents, on whom it was 
so sweet, a little while ago, with uiidisguis 
conteni|il. Bci.';inse they have not ii'iionie 
]) irt of the insicnilicant faction wliii.'h calls 
itself the Opposition, it alleets to believe 
that they are the humble and obedient 
servants of the Government, ready to do 
exactly as they arc told. Woiihl it not 
III- wise to give those grnllemen I'rcdii for 
being really what they prolVss to lie, iink'- 
lii'udenl, supporting thoho iiii a.iurc s (jf the 
Governinent which they believe to bo good, 
ami opposing those which, in their judg- 
ment, are not calculated to promote tho wcl 
fare of tho province? It appears, from the 
course it has taken that the Times is not 
able to form the faintest conception of inde- 
pendoiico of this kind. Its ideal uiunilier of 
tlic Legisl.itivo Assembly is a man who 
opposes the Government at every opportu- 
nity, without paying tho least attention to 
the nature of its measures. The Times 
says, with puerile petulance, that it regards 
opposition to tho School Bill " as so much 
lost time." This is because the iiienilnTs 
of the Legislature have not been in- 
lluenced by the feeble and factious tirades 
which have appeared in tho Times against 
that measure. If uny of them were so 
we ik-niinded as to piy tho slightest atten- 
tion to the silly attempt which our contem- 
[ poi ary has made to bring it into disrepute, 
I he would indeed deii:rve to be spoken of as 
tile Times sp.aks of the ineiiihers who, 
after careluUy considering it, have come to 
tho oonclusion to give it their support. It 
is because the Independent members have 
too much sense and are too consistent to be 
induenced by the organ of the O|)position 
that it afleots to treat them as muii who 
cannot bo influenced by reason and argu- 
ment.

REOIPROGITY WITH BRAZIL. 

It is not likely that Mr. Blaine will, after 
all, be able to capture the trade of Brazil 
for the United States. Tho Brazilians are 
not so favorable to his reciprocity proposals 
as was expected. They observe that Bruzil 
is not to he the only favorcil nation, but 
that Mr. Blaine is carrying ou a kind of re- 
oiprooity flirtation with * other tropical 
countries whose productions are the same, 
or nem ly the same as those of Bruzil. Tho 
prospect of liaving to compete in tlin United 
States market with free sugar from Cuba, 
the Hawaiian Islands and other countries 
is not very attractive. Thus they see 
that if they admit American manufactures 
free tliey will lose a considerable proportion 
of their revenue which must be made up by 
direct taxation. This is not pleasant to 
coutempliito. There are also political com- 
plications at home to consider. It is more 
than probable that Congress will raise ob- 
jections. The constitution of Brazil has 
not yet got into working order, and it is 
more than possible that tho representa- 
tives of the people will take exception to 
the conduct of tho Government in taking 
tho control of trade out of tlieir hands, 
particularly when reciprocal arrange- 
ments with tho United States will 
make it necessary to add to the burdens of 
the people. There are also other nations to 
be considered, which have always been 
Brazil's host customers. Will it bo wise, 
for instance, to grant the Uniti^d .States 
favors whieli are denied to Great Britain, 
whose markets are open to everything 
which Brazil has to sell, without any return 
being HMpiired? (!ieat Britain's triido is to 
Bruzil of even greater iinportuneo than that 
of the United States. So Mr. Blaine's 
reciprocity iirojects are not to bo so easily 
carried out as ho expected. 

MAJORITIES. 

The contests in some of the constituenoies 
of the Dominion were very close, in others 
the majorities were extnuirdinarily large. 
In tliis province, Messrs. l""ai lc and Prior in 
Victoria, and Mr. Corbould in Xew West- 
minst-r District, were lotuined liy exceed- 
ingly lirge m ijorities, when the number of 
voters are taken into consideration, but in 
the ICast some of tho Conservative members 
wore icliiriied liy majorities so largo that it 
is snrjirising that tho soils for which they 
stood were oonlosi I d at all. The tollowiiig 
area few of iho I 'oiisorvat ivo majorities :
